Mrs. Frederick Dresser, of Sutton, N. H., 
was thrown from a carriage last Snnday and 
seriously injured. 

Edwin B. Northrop, a merchant of New 
Britain, was accidenta'ly drowned in the 
Park River, in Hartford, Conn., Tuesday. 

James Chase of Canterbury, N. H., an 
aged citizen, was thrown from his carriage 
recently and sustained a fracture of one arm. 

Aaron P. Allen of Agawam was instantly 
killed at South Berlin, N. Y., last Friday, 
by falling upon the fly wheel of asteam en- 
gine.

Giblin 
pawned the watch of the deceased in Nashua.

The man 
who drove the team ssid that at the North- 
east Carry there vas about two feet of snow, 
and the weather was quite mild when Le 
left, but when he got to Greenville, forty 
miles south, there was six inches more snow, 
and the air was crisp and cold, It is always 
a little warmer at the head of the lake than 
at the foot, and last fall a bay near the 
Northeast Carry was free of ice when the 
lower lake was frozen sclidly. There is also 
a “warm streak” near Kineo, about half way 
up the lake, which is quite noticeable as one 
passes through it. 


years been tested and all have wished to 
produce a clock, not over large, that would 
run six months from one winding. Adolph 
J. Schirrman, a native of New York, who is 
one of the firm of M. Froelich & Co., of this 
village, bas at last succeeaed in this object. 
Clocas with calendar attachments, and other 
clocks of large size, have been produced 
that would run six months, but Schirrman 
claims to have the first works crammed into 
a case 4 by 10 inches, that will run continu- 
ally for six months and keep regular time. 
ihe clock will run 280 days, but its time 
cannot be relied upon after six months. Mr. 
Schirrman will now turn his attention to a 
small clock that will run a year with one 
winding. 

More than 1000 acres of valuable timber 
have been destroyed on Long Island since 
Monday last, and forest and meadow fires 
are still raging at the east end of the island. 
The loss has been particularly heavy near 
the towns of Brookhaven, Islip, Huntington 
and Easthampton. Miles of dry bush and 
scrub oak were blazing Monday in the vicin- 
ity of Deer Park, Breslau, Babylon, Eaat- 
port and Moriches, and at Flushing several 
hundred acres of salt meadow had been 
hurned over. Farmers have abandoned 
their work to fight the fire at Flushing. So 
dense was (he smoke that horses were over- 
come by it while being driven along the 
streets. The losses in Suffolk County will 
aggregate many thousands of dollars. For- 
est fires are also raging west and south of 
Asbury Park, N.J. Already an extensive 
area of valuable timber has been destroyed. 


According to the story of the marketmen 
oysters have just ended their last season of 
reasonable plenty and reasonable price. In- 
stead of 35 and 40 cents a quart as of late, 
they will retail through the summer season at 
40 and 50, with little probability of change 
for the better in September. The bulk of 
the oysters eaten take their start from Ches- 
apeake bay, and all the planters along the 
coast from New York to New Lon- 
don have always depended upon 
that source of supply. The Chesapeake 
grounds, however, have been so thoroughly 
drained that the Maryland Legislature has 
been obliged to pass a law shutting out all 
vessels of over 800 bushels tonnage, and 
compelling all vessels to shut off fishing « 
month esriier in the spring that at present, 
and begin a month later in the fall. As it 
these drawbacks on the fisherman’s happi- 
ness were not enough, the star fish are said 
to be busily engaged in sitting on and smoth- 
ering such native oysters as have the coure 
age to show themselves on the Connecticut 
shore. Fair Haven dealers and others who 
usually continue to open till July, quit this 
year by the middle of April. Asa relief to 
this doleful tale, it is reported that an unu- 
sually rich bed has just been opened in Sa- 
vanah waters, and that possibly insteal of 
scarcity there is to be an abundance of the 
beat.

THE PLANETS FOR MAY. 


The astronomer of f the Providence Jour= 
nal, in speaking of the planets for May, says 
that at present all of them are eveni ng stars, 
al Neptune becomes iedruing o star on 
the 10th and Mercury on the 17th. None 
of the planets present any particular fea- 
tures during the mont except Venus, which 
on the 2d, at 5 o'clock in the evening, 
reaches her greatest eastern elongation, 
when she is 45 deg. 33 min. east of the sun. 
Not a second farther canshe go. The invis- 
iblachain that binds her to the sun has 
reached its limit. The fair planet reste from 
her labors and stands still in her course, as 
if conscious of her surpassing loveliness and 
willing that observers on this planet should 
havea chance to admire the fascinating 
grace of her presence. But she remains not 
long inactive. She turns her course and 
approaches the sun or retrogrades at a far 
more rapid pace than she receded from him. 
Any o server can see this for himself, for 
the westward movement or approach tothe 
sun is easily traced from night to night as 
she threads her way among the stars. This 
she will do, until she reaches irferior con- 
junction in July, when pessing between us 
and the sun, she reappears on his western 
side as morning star, and will seen no 
more in the evening sky for 292 days. Ve- 
nus will be the loveliest star in the heavens 
through the month of May, as after elonga— 
tion she turns her steps westward, moving 
rapidly towards us, and hastening on to her 
period of greatest brilliancy. She will form 
a delighttul planetary study for the naked 
eye, and also for telescope observation. 
Seen through the telescope, at elongation or 
a few days after, she takes on the aspect of 
the moon at her last quarter, half her disc 
being illumined. Then like the moon she 
becomes a waning cresent, less and less ot 
her enlightened surface being turned toward 
us, but increasing in size as she approaches 
us, more than enough to counterbalance the 
lessened light. At the end of the month 
she has nearly reached her culminating 
point, while her high northern deolination 
adds to the length of her stay above the ho- 
rizon, and the favorable conditions for ob- 
servation. 


The May moon ful-s on the 9th, at 7 min- 
utes after 11 o’clock in the evening, stand- 
ard time. On the 2d,tne day of her first 
quarter, she is in conjuction with Mais, and 
on the 5th with Uraaus. She then encoun- 
ters no planet in her pathjuntil the 23d, the 
day before her change, when she passes 
near Neptune, On the 24th, a few hours 
before new moon, a beautiful phenomenon 
ocours. At 37 minutes after 1 o'clock in 
the morning, the moon is :n close conjunc- 
tion with Mercury, passing one minute 
north. Moon and pianet are then below the 
horizon, and of course invisible. If they 
were above the horiZon, and were not too 
near the sun to be seen, the waning moon, 
diminished to a slender thread of silver light, 
and the sparkling planet almost touching 
her bright limb would forma lovely picture. 
In some localities, lying between the limiting 
parallels of 36 deg. north and 25 deg. south 
latitude, Mercury is occulted by the moon. 

The waning moon, after paying her res 
a to the mornirg stars Neptune and 
Mercury in the eastern sky, reappears in the 
western sky as ‘he new moon thatone never 
tires of seeing. On the 25th she is in con- 
juaction with Saturn, the first planet in her 
pathway. On the 27th she pays her respects 
to Venus, but as she is 8 deg. south, the 
conjunction will hardly be noticed. On the 
28.n she is at her nearest point to Jupiter, 
and on the 30th to Mars, ‘he conjunctions 
with Saturn, Venus, Jupiter, and Mars occur 
between new moon and the first querter, 
showing how near the planets are together 
and the order of their distance from the sun.
